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James River and Kanawha Canal. 

The United States Senate recently directed the 
Committee on Commerce to inguire into the expe- 
diency of causing a survey and examination to be 
made of the line of water communication between 
the James and Obio Rivers, with a view of ascer- 
taining the practicability and utility of such water 
communication for the transportation of military 
and commercial supplies. On Thursday the Com- 
mittee were, at their own request, discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject. As ex- 
planatory of the reason for their request they sub- 
mitted to the Senate a letter on the subject from 
Gen. Humpurey, Chief of Engineers, in which he 
says that the propriety of reviving at this time the 
old project of a continuous canal navigation to the 
Ohio River by this route is questionable, Judg- 
ing by the analogous improvements—the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio and the Pennsylvania Canals, and 
in view of the probable speedy completion of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, so as to givea 
through line of road from Richmond to the Ohio 
River, the latter enterprise, in the opinion of the 
General, would serve military purposes infinitely 
better than a canal, and would probably supplant 





any canal likely to be built, necessarily limited in 
capacity to admit it to the supply of summit 
water and encumbered with the amount of lock- 
age indispensable to overcome the intervening 
elevation. 





Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad. 

The following is a summary of the provisions 
of the bill reported by the Railway Committee of 
the Massachusetts Legislature for granting addi- 
tional State aid to secure the completion of this 
road : 

First, It provides for an additional loan of 
three and a half millions of dollars by the State, 
in five per cent. scrip, expressed either in the 
sterling currency of Great Britain or in Federal 
currency, as the Governor and Council shall de- 
termine, and payable in the year 1900. 

Second. No scrip shall be issued until a ma- 
jority of the shares of the capital stock of the 
corporation shall have been transferred to, and 
delivered to, the Treasurer of the Commonwealth, 
to be held by him for the purpose of voting at all 


shares shall be so delivered before the first day 
of January next. 

Third. The company shall have thirteen Di- 
rectors, eight of whom shall be’ chosen by the 
Treasurer, voting upon the stock transferred to 
him, and shall be persons named and approved 
by the Governor and Council. 

Fourth, No scrip shall be delivered until after 
a new election of officers in accordance with the 
above provisions, nor until the Trustees of the 
Berdell bonds shall be persons who are satisfac- 
tory to the Governor and Council, 

Fifth, No scrip shall be issued until an agree- 
ment has been executed in a manner satisfactory 
to the Governor and Council, that the company 
will comply with the provisions of this act; will 
hold the Commonwealth harmless from all ex- 
penses, loss or damage on account of said scrip ; 
will pay the principal and interest when due, with 
cost of exchange thereon; and until the compaay 
shall have delivered to the State, Berdell bonds 
to the amount of three and a half millions of dol- 
lars. 





Sixth. No scrip is to be delivered until con-

tracts are made with suitable persons for the com- 


pletion of the road between Boston and Hartford, 
within six months from the time of contract, for 
less than $500,000 ; and from thence to the Hud- 
son, at Fishkill, within eighteen month from the 
time of contract, for less than $2,800,000. 

Seventh. No scrip is to be issued or delivered 
until all attachments and other liens or incum- 
brances upon the property of the company—ex- 
cepting existing mortgages, intervening between 
the recording of the Berdell mortgage and a 
mortgage to be made, under the provisions of a 
vote of said railroad company, to Dwight Foster, 
Benjamin E, Bates, and Edward C. Sherman, 
trustees—shall have been released, removed, or 
disposed of for the benefit of the Commonwealth, 
and said last-named mortgage shall have been 
duly executed in such manner as to create, after 
the same shall have received all necessary ratifi- 
cation and confirmation, a valid and effectual lien 
upon the franchises and all the property, real and 
personal, now owned or which may hereafter be 
acquired by the company, subject only to the

thereto so far as they embrace and cover the 
same; nor until all the real estate, franchises and 
other property held or claimed to beheld by the

The following calculations exhibit very clearly 
the great economy of using hammered steel rails 
on all roads which have so heavy a traffic that 
four years will fairly represent the average life of 
the best unhammered iron rails. The cost of re- 
rolling is estimated at $30 per ton, and the loss, at 
each renewal, from wear of iron, expense of taking 
up and relaying, and other contingencies, at $15 
per ton.

Therefore, if the average life a steel rail is only 
twetityyears (= S iron rails), it is as cheap to lay 
steel rails as to lay the best iron rails at a cost of 
$6 06 per ton ($76—69 95 = 6 05). 

If the life of steel is forty years (= 10 iron rails), 
which is probably a moderate estimate, a saving 
of $4,040 per mile could be made by laying steel 
even ‘if the best iron rails were offered as a gift. 

If the life of steel is sixty years (= 16 iron 
rails), an estimate which is more than justified by 
the experience of the Pennsylvania, the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore, and other rail- 
roads, and by a long series of experiments at home 
and.,abroad, the saving effected, by having the 
whole road in steel, would be sufficient to add 
nearly 2 per cent, to the annual dividends, on a 
road which could pay 5 per cent. with a track of 
the best iron rails. 

Op: roads with a lighter traffic, the saving is 
still an important considecation. If, for example, 
the life of an iron rail is ten years, and a steel rail 
will only wear out five iron rails, the present worth 
ofthe saving by the use of the steel is $17 87 per 
ton,:;which: makes steel rails at $110 as cheap as the 
best. iron rails would be at $58 63 per ton. 

Even allowing 8 per cent. compound interest for 
the use of nioney, it would be cheaper to buy steel 
rails that would wear out in twenty years than to 
pay $22 for iron rails that would require re-rolling 
in four years, 

The great increase of saving on curves and 
grades, in yards, and in other places where the 
wear is so great that the life of the best iron rails 
is two years or less, is shown in the following

There are some roads of heavy traffic, but only 
a few, which claim that they can get a year’s 
average service for the best iron rails, where the 
wear is most severe, The above table shows that 
by substituting a steel rail which would wear only 
five years they could effect a saving which would 





be equivalent to an immediate addition to their 
capital of $121 on every ton, or $12,192 on every 
mile of steel laid down. In the extreme case 
supposed, when the life of an iron rail would be 
only three months, and the life of a steel rail five 
years, the saving would be $70,417 07 per mile.— 
Monetary and Commercial Times.

During the past year two dividends have been 
paid to the stockholders, one of five and the other 
of four per cent., free of Government tax. The 
net earnings have been a fraction over eleven per 
cent. 

The road has been operated with its usual free- 
dom from, accidents and loss. of life, and main- 
tained in first class condition. 

The business of the Dayton and Michigan rail- 
road continues to increase, and meet the expec- 
tation of our company, From the time it was 
leased, it has earned more than soufficient to pay 
running expenses and the interest on its bonded 
debt, which was the consideration of the lease. 
Its property has been largely increased by the 
purchase of valuable depot grounds in the city of 
Toledo, measuring about hulf a mile of river 
front, and by building freight depots for the in- 
creasing business at that important point. It is 
generally conceded that the location of the depot 
grounds in Toledo of the D. & M. road are pre- 
ferable to those of any other railroad terminating 
there, 

The equipment of the road has been largely in- 
creased and kept in first-class order. 

More depot buildings are required at different 
stations on the line of the road, and the fencing 
must be extended. 

Arising out of jealousy and differences spring- 
ing from the location of the county seat between 
Troy and Piqua, an unfortunate location of a few 
miles, both for the interest of the road and for 
Piqua, was made, The citizens of both Troy and 
Piqua are at this day desirous that the location 
should be changed; and it is believed that the 
additional business to be derived from both 
places would fully justify the measure if the 
company had the means on hand to make the im- 
provement, The change involves the removal of 
about nine miles of track from one side of the 
river to the other, and a new bridge over the 
Great Miami in place of the present one that can 
last but a few years longer. 

It will be remembered by our stockholders that 
at the time the Dayton and Michigan road was 
leased perpetually to our company, a bonus of 
one million dollars of their stock was made a 
part of the consideration, This stock, together 
with that previously held and since purchased, at 
a very low figure, gives our company a majority 
interest of 26,494 shares to 21,506. 

The business of the Cincinnati, Richmond and 
Chicago railroad, for want of an outlet beyond 
Richmond, has not met the hopes of our compa- 
ny. So far, since we leased the road, it has not 
paid for the necessary renewal of bridges, run- 
ning expenses and interest on its bonds, Its local 
business, however, is increasing slowly, which will 


ultimately, we hope, make it fairly remunerative 
to the C, H. & D. Co, 

The extension of the Richmond and Fort Wayne 
road to Ridgeville the present year will add some- 
thing to the traffic of the road. The position _ 
which this road occupies in relation to ours, with 
a charter more liberal, if not extraordinary, for- 
bids any idea of letting it pass into other hands 
that might prove adverse to the C., H. & D. Co. 

The i and Indianapolis railroad, which 
connects with the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton at Hamilton, continues to give us a large 
amount of business, and to receive from us in re- 
turn about an equal amount. It will be remem- 
bered that our company originally subscribed two 
hundred thousand dollars to this road, more than 
it has to all our other connecting roads combined. 
The business done in connection with us, which 
otherwise would not have reached our road, has 
amply repaid us for the outlay. Our board still 
regard that road as one of great importance, and 
when it shall have been completed, in its exten- 
sion to Fort Wayne, one of still greater impor- 
tance to our city. It has had its struggles, more 
than ordinarily met with in similar enterprises, 
and great-credit is due the untiring energy and 
faith of those who have had charge of its con- 
struction and management, and our board unite 
in the general sentiment of hope and belief that 
final success is about to reward its owners. 

Our relations with the Atlantic and Great 
Western and Erie railways remain harmonious, 
and all obligations on the part of both parties are 
promptly met, The present contract between the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton and Erie, made 
for the period of ten years, is believed to be fair 
and satisfactory. It gives the Erie all the advan- 
tages she would have if her own road actually 
terminated in Cincinnati, and relieves our compa- 
ny of the anxiety and trouble of a through East- 
ern business ; is fairly remunerative to our com- 
pany for the large expenditure of building an ex- 
tra track for the broad gauge business, and leaves 
us full time to devote to the local traffic of our 
road, by far the most important. 

Our business with the Cleveland, Sandusky and 
Cincinnati railroad remains as heretofore, satis- 
factory and profitable to both companies. The 
amount of traffic interchanged is steadily on the 
increase, and the rates received for the transpor- 
tation of both passengers and freight are remu- 
nerative. In some articles of traffic, such as lum- 
ber from Northern Michigan, ice from Sandusky 
and Toledo, to Cincinnati and other points, there 
has been lately sharp competition between the 
Dayton and Michigan and C., 8. and C, roads; 
but this has been overcome by an agresment be- 
tween the parties to select a commun agent, to 
secure and equally distribute the lumber from 
points beyond Toledo and Sandusky. 

This pioneer road of Ohio, under its present 
management, has been greatly improved, and 
bids fair to again assume its old position as one 
of the most importaut roads of the State. The 
travel over it, in connection with our road to and 
from the islands of Lake Erie, during the summer 
season, is rapidly increasing, and the full improve- 
ments being made at .Put-in Bay and other points, 
for the accommodation of visitors during the 
summer, will doubtless prove profitable to the 
roads, 

In closing this, my twenty-second annual re- 
port, it is proper to refer to a few facts in the 
history of the company, that may well be consid- 
ered causes of congratulation to our stockholders 
and to the public. 

It should be remembered that whilst your com- 
pany never asked or received aid from any city, 
county, or township, by way of subscription, 
donation or loan of credit, it has gone straight 
forward in building one of the best roads in the 
West, meeting al! its obligations, large and small, 
punctually, without even having a piece of paper 
protested, for lack of means to pay or disposi- 
tion so todo. That from the year 1849, after a 
tnillion of dollars had been subscribed and the 
rights of way secured, and when the contract for 
eonstruction was closed, it has earned and paid to 
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its stockholders an average dividend of upward of 
eight per cent. per annum, itore than 7 pay 
road terminating in Cincinnati has paid to ite 
stockholders, from its commencement. And this, 
notwithstanding the large and continued outlay 
hécessaty to provide for increasing business, and 
the subscriptions voted by our stockholders to aid 
connecting and branch roads, 

That the company is now free from any float- 
ing, and has but a comparatively small bonded 
debt ; that it has no longer any occasion to ap- 
ply its net earnings to any other purpose than 
cash dividends to its stockholders, with a fair 
prespect of their being satisfactory; that the 
company hold good reserved assets, sufficient to 
secure regular dividends, in case of any unfore- 
seen casualities; that their property, on the 
whole, is worth a large amount more than it cost, 
or which is represented by stock and bonds; that 
those of its Directors who, after many years of 
faithful service, have departed this life, and those 
who still remain, had the foresight to secure, 
within a reasonable distance of the center of the 
present city of Cincinnati, a large amount of real 
estate, at a small cost, sufficient for the pres«nt 
and the future requirements of a great business. 

That since the day the road was opened for 
business, in the fall of 1851, it has been remarka- 
bly free from accidents to either persons or pro- 
perty, and that of nine millions carried, but nine 
passengers have lost their lives, 

That the superior accommodations furnished, 
in the number of passenger trains for local travel, 
beyond that of any other road leading from our 
city, has built up an almost continued village 
from Cincinnati to Hamilton, and has contributed 
largely to the wealth and population of all the 
cities on its line. That its employes of all ranks, 
with scarcely an exception, have proven faithful 
to their trusts, and have been educated and pro- 
moted on the road, each one being taught to feel 
that they had an interest in the same, beyond 
their mere salary ; that the best of feeling toward 
the road has been cultivated and manifested by 
those whose lands were of necessity taken for 
rights of way, and wherever destruction came 
from fire or flood, they bave always been the first 
to the rescue; that the best of relations have 
been maintained with all connecting roads, and a 
liberal course pursued toward them; that the 
road has earned the reputation among the best 
railroad men of the country of being one that is 
well constructed and well managed, and worked 
at a per centage of the gross earnings much be- 
low other well-managed roads; that while its 
stock has not commanded as high a price in the 
market, from causes not necessary here to enume- 
rate, its intrinsic value.has been all the while in- 
creasing, and it should. not be parted with now at 
less than par in gold. 

The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton oceupies 
the position of a trunk road, for business from 
the Cincinnati and Indianapolis Junction, the 
Cincinnati, Richmond and Chicago, the Dayton 
and Union, the Dayton and Michigan, the Cleve- 
land, Sandusky and Cincinnati, the Atlantic and 
Great Western and Erie Railroads. 

It has not only the narrow, bat broad gauge 
tracks, with ample means to accommodate the 
immense Cincinnati and Southwestern business 
of all these roads, besides the large local business 
of our own Miami Valley. Its policy is to extend 
equal facilities to all, and maintain strict neutral- 
ity between them, asking for nothing which they 
are not willing to concede, and agreeing to no 
contracts which are not equally fair to both and 
all parties. So long as such a policy is pursued 
by our company, there will exist no real necessity 
for another road down our valley, it having al- 
ready a canal and a railroad, as well as a railroad 
of the very first class running parallel and dis- 
tant only fourteen or fifteen miles,

years has served the purpose of frightening timid 
stockholders and of depressing the market valut 
of phe sek.

The details of the business of the year will be 
found in the accompanying reports of the heads of 
departments. The next result is very gratifying, 
considering the extreme irregularity of the busi- 
ness throughout the year. During the winter the 
only source of profit was the railroad, as the canal 
was not in operation and the demand for coal light 
and prices low. Early in May business was almost 
entirely suspended by the general strike of the 
miners, and only partially resumed Jate in June, 
and fully when our own and other Lebigh men 
went to work early in July, 
A second suspension occurred in the Hazleton, 
Beaver Meadow and Upper Lehigh regions soon 
after, and the coal from our own mines and the 
Wyoming region gave only partial employment to 
our canal and railroad equipment for ‘several 
weeks before the freshet of 4th of October, which 
not only cost the company largely for repairs to 
railroad and canal, but interrupted business on 
the railroad, and almost entirely cut off’ the reve- 
nues of the canal for the season, On the 27th of 
October the coal-breaker of the Upper Lehigh 
Company was destroyed by fire, which deprived 
us of the transportation of an average of over 
8,000 tons per week for the remainder of the year. 
The rates of transportation charged on coal 
were high during the Jast four months of the year, 
but the irregularity of business was 80 great as to 
neutralize to a considerable extent the benefit of 
these rates, and the net result on the railroad was 
less than a fair profit on the same amount Of trade 
at lower rates, but distributed with more regulari- 
ty through the year. The business of the canal 
shows a very unsatisfactory result, instead of the 
anticipated profit of over $350,000, based on the 
average of the twenty years previous of nearly 
that amount, and the profits on our coal product 
were no more than we ought to realize in afi ordi- 
nary season. The aggregate net result of the 
year’s business, while satisfactory under the cir- 
cumstances, was less by over $500,000 than the 
estimates made early in September, which would 
have been realized but for the strikes and flood. 


RAILROAD. 


The reports of income for the year indicate the 
increasing importance of the railroad, and that the 
company must in the future regard. this as its 
most certain source of reveuue. The canal is 
more liable to injury from freshets, and, while a 
valuable auxiliary, its entire destruction would 
still leave the company the méans of transporting

matter how severe, cannot deprive the company of 
the means of earning interest and dividends,

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ditions have been made to the road and equip- 
‘ment as our means would permit; not sufficient, 
however, to meet fully the requirements of our 
‘customers, The details of these extensions and 
purchases will be found in the report of the Pre- 
wident’s assistant. The Railroad Car Trust Asso- 

pn, referred to in the last annual report, has 
invested its capital of $750,000 in 8 locomotives, 
50 flat cars, and 2,250 coal cars. The urgent de- 
mand for more cars and motive power, and the 
satisfactory working of the first trust association, 
induced the organization in October of the Lehigh 
rh ae Trust, with a capital of one million of 
dollars. There have been ordered by the man- 
agers of this trust 10 locomotives, 150 flat cars 
and 2,000 coalcars. With this addition, our avail- 
able equipment will include 70 locomotives and 
10,592 6-tons coal cars, beside passenger and freight 
cars sufficient for present need, being probably an 
aggregate much greater in proportion to length 
of road than ever before controlled by one com- 
pany soon after the opening of its line, and prob- 
wy sufficient to move all the coal we can handle 
without important additions to our tracks, and 
shops and other buildings. 


CANAL. 


The water was let into the Delaware Division 
Canal on the 10th March, and into the Lehigh 
Canal on the 24th of the same month, and both 
canals were in good boating condition until the 
freshet of 4th October, which interrupted naviga- 
tion on the Lehigh until November 15, and on the 
Delaware Division for the remainder of the season, 
excepting on the upper ten miles and the portion 
below New Hope, The Lehigh was closed by ice 
on December 6, and the Delaware Division Decem- 
ber 16. The freshet referred to has, for volume 
of water and destruction of property, been paral- 
leled in the history of the company only by those 
of 1841 and 1862. The damages to the Lehigh 
Canal, though extended over a distance of thirty- 
three miles, were of such a nature that they could 
all have been repaired within three weeks. Those 
to the Delaware Division were more serious. On 
this canal two aqueducts were carried away by 
the sudden raising of the streams they cross 
before the flood in the Deléware river had attained 
a dangerous height, and two others were serious- 
ly injured by the same cause. To have restored 
these aqueducts hastily would have left them still, 
as they always had been, frail structures, liable to 
be carried away by the next severe storm of a few 
hours’ duration. It was decided, therefore, to re- 
build them deliberately and substantially during 
the winter, and when completed they ought, with 
the increased water-way under them and their 
very substantial masonry and superstructure, to 
resist future floods. As no through business 
could be done on this canal during the remainder 
of the year, economy rather than expedition was 
consulted in the repairs to the Lehigh Canal, and 
it was not opened until November 15, at which 
date the portions of the Delaware Division above 
and below the aqueducts were also repaired. 

The extraordinary repairs to the Lehigh Canal 
during the year amounted to about $70,000, and 
those to the Delaware Division to about $50,000. 
The additional amount required beyond the cost 
of ordinary repairs to restore the Delaware Divi- 
sion will be not far from $75,000, which will pro- 
perly be chargeable to the revenue of 1869, hav- 
ing been made necessary by the freshet of that 
year. 

In connection with the subject of the freshet 
the Board desire to express their obligations to 
their associate, Mr. John Leisenring, for his effi- 
cient aid during the height of the storm in pre- 
serving the dam at Mauch Chunk from destruc- 
tion. Also, for his assistance and advice there- 
after in both railroad and canal repairs. All of 
the company’s officers and employes labored 
earnestly in restoring our works, and they derived 
great benefit from Mr. Leisenring’s large experi- 
ence in the freshets of the previous thirty years. 

A reference to the reports of this company for 
the last thirty years will show that the Lehigh 
Canal was seriously damaged in 1841, 1850 and 
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1862, and that the injury done by freshets in the 

years was trifling, The freshet of 
October last, while making evident the fact that 
the encroachments on the river by the iron fur: 
naces, with their cinder banks, increase from year 
to year the danger to the canal, by narrowing and 
increasing the depth and rapidity of the river dur- 
ing seasons of high water, also shows that where 
the greatest damage was done in 1862, a change 
of location saved the canal at those points from 
any injury, and that similar changes can be made 
at other points, which suffered severely in this 
freshet, with a like result. 

Much has already been done to improve the 
Delaware Division and to protect it from high 
water by raising the banks, building stop-gates 
and renewing locks, and with the completion of 
the new aqueducts and other works now in pro- 
gress, that canal may be regarded as less liable to 
injury than at any previous period, 

The expeditures in thus improving that canal 
have always been charged to maintenance for the 
current year, It is proposed to continue these 
improvements and to strengthen all weak points 
on the Lehigh Canal developed by the last freshet. 


COAL INTERESTS. 


In the supplementary report submitted last year 

reference was made to indications of an approach- 
ing suspension of labor in the coal regions. The 
miners demanded that their wages should be gov- 
erned by the price of coal, and after a suspension 
of six weeks they carried their point in the Schuyl- 
kill and Wyoming regions. After eight weeks’ 
suspension the Lehigh operators also yielded. 
The terms of settlement were so unsatisfactory to 
the operators in the latter region that, after a trial 
of a few weeks, they generally notified the men 
that they could no longer pay the prices, and a 
second suspension for over two months resulted. 
This company having arranged with its men on 
more favorable terms than others in July, did not 
join in the second suspension, which resulted to 
those who participated in a considerable saving 
from their previous contract, and lower rates than 
we were paying. Even with this gain the prices 
of labor are very much higber throughout the 
Lehigh than in either the Schuylkill or Wyoming 
region, thus taking, to a certain extent, from these 
operators their advantages of nearness to market 
and superior quality of coal. 
The greater portion of our Lehigh coal was sent 
to market by the canal until navigation was intert 
rupted by the freshet. Arrangements for the ship- 
ment of our whole product by rail during the win- 
ter were in progress at the time, and were com- 
pleted as speedily as possible, but the production 
during October, November and December was 
much less than if no change of mode of transpor- 
tation had been necessary. This cause, added to 
the strike of eight weeks from May 10 to July 6, 
prevented the realization of our expectations of a 
large increase over 1868. The total increase 
amounted to but 24,170 tons. During the last few 
months of the year coal sold at high prices, but 
the cost of mining was increased in a much greater 
proportion over previous years than the increase 
of prices at which the coal was sold, so that we 
made no greater profit for the year than we should 
have made on the same amount of coal in a sea- 
son of moderate prices but greater regularity. 

The soal agency established in New York, re- 
ferred to in the last annual report, has worked 
satisfactorily, and promises to be of increasing 
advantage to the Company. 

There is a considerable demand in this city for 
our coal for family use, and not having succeeded 
in other arrangements to supply this demand, the 
Board has decided to open a yard from which to 
sell and deliver the product of our various mines. 
With this view we have purchased a property on 
the North Pennsylvania Railroad, between Dia- 
mond and Susquehanna streets, and are fitting it 
up with a capacity to meet a large demand. 

The 17,144 shares of Wi!kesbarre Coal and Iron 
Company stock purchased in 1867, was sold in 
June last, anc the company received in exchange 
a'tract of 2,000 acres of land near the foot of our 








Wilkesbarre planes, and a considerable sim of 
money in addition. Valuing the land at the very 
low price of $245 per acre, we realized’ the par 
valite of out own stock given in exchatige for tlie 
Wilkesbarre stock in September, 1867. atever 
the land is worth in excess of the $245 per acre 
may be regarded as profit on the transaction. 

The purchase of stock was made for the purpose 
of ensuring tonnage for otir railroads and canals, 
and was introdticed by the policy of some of the 
large companies operatihg in the Wyoming region 
of controlling large todies of coal lands. That 
policy is still continued, and at this time all of 
the railroad and canal companies leading from 
that region own and lease extensive tracts of land. 
It was not regarded as prudent to dispose of the 
company’s interest in the Wilkesbarre Coal and 
Iron Company stock, possibly resulting in the 
withdrawal of their business, without making oth- 
er arrangements for trade, 

The lands received from the Wilkesbarre Coal 
and Iron Company in Hanover township adjoin 
the Biddle lands, and the two tracts amount to 
over 2,800 acres, nearly all within the coal field. 
The Cook tract near this body of land has about 
100 acres of coal. In addition purchases have 
been made to the extent of 3,580 acres located in 
Newport township, five miles distant from the 
western limit of the Hanover township tract. 

The reasons that led to the sale of the stock and 
the purchase of these lands were various. The 
price offered was considered higher, relatively, 
than the lands could be purchased at. 

Large expenditures would be necessary during 
the next two or three years to continue the coal 
product of the Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Compa- 
ny at the rate of 1869, and further expenditures 
were deemed judicious to increase the product 
and diminish the cost of mining. While we own- 
ed a marjority of the stock, the remaining stock- 
holders were indisposed to advance any portion 
of the money necessary for these developments, 
It was estimated that no larger expenditure dur- 
ing 1869 and the two following years would be 
necessary, beyond the proceeds of the sale of the 
Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Company stock, to 
purchase the large body of land and give us the 
entire control of and profit on a large product of 
coal, than it would be necessary for us to advance 
to retain the control and half ownership of the 
property of the Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Com- 

any. 

. The only operation on the Hanover lands are 
those of Messrs. Parrish & Thomas, who mine 
from a portion of the property under a lease 
granted in 1865, which yields a rental of about 
$30,000 per annum. A shaft near the middle of 
the property on the line of the Pennsylvania Canal 
shows the top vein to be unusually fine in quality 
at that point, and at an early period it will be ad- 
visable to build a breaker and open the mine. 

On the Newport lands extensive developments 
were in progress at the time of purchase, for the 
details of which see the report of the superin- 
tendent. They contemplate a production of 300,- 
000 to 400,000 tons a year, and further develop- 
ments are practicable to at least the extent of 
doubling that product. 

The Hanover and Biddle tracts offer an appor- 
tunity for an equal number of collieries. __

The amount of available coal belonging to us is 
about equal in the two regions. Carefully pre- 
pared éstimates give over 300,000,000 of tons 
available in the Wyoming lands, after allowing 
for faults and waste in mining, against 282,000,- 
000 estimated as available in our Lehigh lands. 

The Wyoming Valley is well known for the fer 
tility of its soil, and a considerable portion of the 
company’s lands are under a high state of cultiva 
tion; and pottions of the Hanover and Cook 
tracts are available as bitilding or town lots, and 
surface lots on adjoining properties, no better lo- 
cated, are selling at the rate of $2,000 or $3,000 
per acre, 

The extent to which we shall develop the Wy- 
oming lands the coming year depends in a great 
measure upon the price of coal, and the condition 
of the labor question, The building of a third 
breaker next fall will give us a capacity for 1871 
of from 300,000 to 400,000 tons; and there are 
three other points offering, at least, equally favor- 
able opportunities for the cheap mining of coal of 
very superior quality. 

We sent to market 63,846 tons from our Sum- 
mit mines in September, and this may be regard- 
ed as nearly the monthly capacity of our present 
openings in Panther Creek Valley. Further de- 
velopments would be unwise before the comple- 
tion of the Nesquehoning tunnel, as the gravity 
road and planes cannot transport any considerable 
increase without expensive additions to the ma- 
chinery. The tunnel will, no doubt, be completed 
before the close of 1871; and after that we can 
readily increase our production to 80,000 or 90,- 
000 tons per month. 


FINANCES. 


The floating debt incurred in 1868, in the pur- 
chase of rolling stock and in adding sidings, &c., 
to the railroad, was increased during 1869, by ex- 
penditures of the same character rendered neces- 
sary by the amount of business pressing upon us. 

The five-year loan issued in 1868 was regarded 
as a temporary expedient, and was used almost 
exclusively as collateral security for loans to the 
company. When the sale of the Wilkesbarre Coal 
and Iron Company stock was made it became ne 
cessary to retire a considerable portion of this 
loan, and for the purpose of funding the floating 
debt and providing means for permanent improve 
ments on our railroad and coal lands, it was de- 
cided to issue a new loan of two millions of dol- 
lars, secured by a first lien on the newly acquired 
coal lands and on real estate in Philadelphia, the 
value of the properties being at least three mil- 
lions of dollars, The loan matures in 1894, bears 
6 per cent, interest, clear of taxes, payable, prin- 
cipal and interest,in gold. A sinking fund of ten 
cents for five years, and fifteen cents thereafter, 
on every ton of coal mined and carried away from 
the property, is payable monthly to the Trustees, 
and will provide for the loan before maturity. 
The payments on this account were, for October, 
$1,414 02; November, $1,269 44; December, $1,- 
258 92, and will increase to $3,500, or perhaps 
$4,000 a month before the close of 1870. 

The loan is convertible into the stock of the 
company until 1879. The Board entertained the 
hope that the business of the year would show 
such satisfactory results to the stockholders as 
to create a demand for the new bonds by reason 
of this privilege of conversion. The freshet in 
October not only reduced our receipts, and ren- 
dered necessary heavy expenditures in repairs, 
but delayed the negotiation of the loan. The loss 
of receipts and increased expenditures amounted 
to fully $500,000, which sum and the proceeds of 
the loan would have relieved the company of 
floating liabilities. The Board look forward with 
confidence to the funding of this indebtedness at 
an early period. 

In October, 1867, the stockholders were invited 
to subscribe to a six pet cent. ten year convertible 
loan of the company, to the aggregate amount of 
$3,800,000. The subscriptions received amounted

$1,800,000 available for future use, 
NESQUEHONING VALLEY RAILROAD. 

The completion of this road has been delayed 
beyond the period named in the last report. 
Work was iiot pressed vigorously early in the 
year, and the weather during the fall was very 
uufavorable, rendering it almost impossible to 
make any considerable progress for weeks at a 
time, An early period in the spring is named for 
the connection of the main line with the Catawissa 
tailroad, and it is hoped in time for spring lum- 
ber trade; The road will beyond question earn, 
as soon as its trade is developed, the dividends of 
ten per cent. per annum, free from taxation, which 
this company has tindertaken to pay on its stock, 
— adding largely to the profits of our main 
ine, 
Sales huve been made from time to time of 
stock at par, and as means beyond the proceeds 
of these sales have been needed for prosecuting 
the work, this company has subscribed and paid 
for stock to the extent of 2,140 shares, which form 
a portion of the contingent fund. It is proposed 
to sell this whenever purchasers can be found at 
par and accrued dividends, 

Work on the tunnel is progressing satisfactorily.

SupPLEMENTARY REPORT. 


The annual report refers only to the business of 
the company for the year ending December 31, 
1869. The repairs of the Delaware Division 
Canal, at that time in progress, were completed 
on the 14th of April, and boats were passed into 
the canal on the 16th of the same month, The 
de!ay in completing the acqueducts was due to 
the frequent and heavy rains during the fall and 
winter, which drove us away from work on the 
piers by raising the streams fourteen times in 
about as many weeks, and delayed their comple- 
tion about a month. The contractors for the 
superstructure did not press their portion of the 
work with proper vigor, and the two causes lost 
us about three weeks’ business at the opening of 
the season. The one day of through business on 
the 16th of April, was followed by a severe freshet 
in the Lehigh on the 18th of April, with the river 
at Mauch Chunk within six inches as high as in 
October last. Fortunately but little damage was 
done to the Lehigh Canal, and none whatever to 
the Delaware Division proper. A por-ion of the 
guard wall at Easton was, however, carried away, 
and until the river can be turned to its usual 
course, we have no means to transfer from the 
Lehigh Canal to either the Delaware Division or 
Morris Canal. Unless unexpected causes inter- 
vene, boats can pass freely on Saturday or Mon- 
day next. 

The total outlay in repairs to both guard wall 
and canal can hardly amount to so much as $20,- 
000. Our customers have many canal orders 
which they are anxious to fill, and we have com- 
pleted arrangements to run all of our boats, so 
that when strikes or freshets do not interfere we 
shall pass a large amount of coal through the 
canal. The loss of tonnage on the canal has been 
partly made up by a gain on the railroad, and the 
cash receipts of the latter have been increased 
almost to the extent of the loss on the former. 
The principal cause of diminished revenue, thus 
far this year has been the suspension of work at 
our Summit and Room. Run mines. During a 
long term of years there was a well established 
relation existing between the wages paid in the 
Hazleton and Beaver Meadow regions and at our 
mines, We did not participate in the demands 


of the operators last fall, which resulted in the 
second suspension, and when work was resumed 
in November we lost our relative position. Our 
efforts to regain the lost ground resulted in a sus-

soon, with the promise of a fair and increasing 
business, We are using the Burleigh driis in the 
work on the tunnel, and they have already given 
good results, and promise better when the work- 
=e have acquired greater skill in the use of 

When we sold our Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron 
Company’s stock we gave that company the right 
to terminate the contract binding their tonnage 
to our line by giving six months’ notice. We 
have recently closed a new contract with them 
for a Jong term of years, by which they agree to 
send not less than 400,000 tons of coal per annum 
over our works, giving us the choice of routes by 
which jt shall be sent to the New York market 
from the terminus of our lines, We regard the 
new contract as more favorable to us than the one 
previously in force. 

We did very little remunerative business last 
year previous to the 6th of July, and the only very 
good months we had were July and August, It 
is hardly likely that the commencement of our 
paying business can be so long delayed this year, 
and when it does begin we shall be very mnch 
better prepared for it in every department than 
we were at any time last year.

Journal of Railroad Law. 
COMMON CARRIERS—WHEN WAY BILL IS TO BE EX- 


CLUDED AS EVIDENCE—DISCREPANCY BETWEEN 
BILL OF LADING AND RECEIPT, 


The facts in the late case of Erb. vs, The Keokuk 
Packet Company (43 Mo.,53,) are fully and clear- 
ly stated in the following opinion by 

Fagg, J—This action was brought to recover 
the value of three boxes of goods shipped at the 
City of St. Louis, on one of the defendant's boats, 
to be delivered at the City of Leavenworth, The 
loss of the goods in question being established to 
the satisfaction of the jury at the trial, the re- 
spondents had judgment for the amount claimed, 
and an appeal has been duly prosecuted to this 
court, 

At the instance of the plaintiff below, the jury 
was directed, upon satisfactory proof of the fact 
that there was a failure to deliver the packages at 
the place designated in the contract of affreight- 
ment, to find for the plaintiff and assess his dam- 
ages at the value of the goods. The propriety of 
such an instruction cannot be questioned. It 
presented really the only issue that the jury was 
called to pass upon, and its form was unobjec- 
tionable, The chief ground of objection, how- 
ever, to the action of the court below, as present- 
ed by the argument of appellant’s counsel, is the 
exclusion of testimony. There. seems to be no 
controversy about the fact that the goods in 
question were included in the bill of lading and 
shipped as alleged in the petition. These three 
boxes, however, were not included in the receipt 
given at the point of destination. The appellant | 
as it is shown by the bill of exceptions, offered in 
evidence a certain way-bill on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph Railroad, as well as the manifest of a 
steamboat plying between Weston and Leaven- 
worth—these being portions of the line over which 
the goods had to pass—to explain the discrepancy 
between the receipt and bill of lading, 

The court committed no error in excluding 
such evidence, These papers constituted no part 
of the contract for the delivery of the goods. 
However useful they may have been to the parties 
operating these different means of transportation, 
they ought not to effect the rights of the re- 
spondents, To permit carriers thus to manufac- 
ture evidence for themselves would establish a 
practice contrary to the well-known principles of 
law, and one that might be extensively used to 
the injury of shippers, 

The whole case depended upon a question of 
fact, and we see nothing in the record that can 
authorize this court to interfere with the finding 
of the jury, The judgment is therefore affirmed.
